Commissioner Bates and the writer 
called on President Hoe Tuesday morn- 
ing and extended to him an invitation 
on behalf of the Post-Dispatch and tne 
Business. Men’s League to visit St. 
Louis. President Hoe had before him 
the Post-Dispatch letter, presented to 
General Manager Oscar Roesen yester- 
day, which set-forth the adyantages of 
St. Louis as a manufacturing center. 

“I have come to New York as the 
representative of the Business Men's . 
League, comprised of more than 900 of 
the leading business men and manufac- 
turers of St. Louis, to extend to ydu an 
invitation to visit our city arid consider 
its advantages before you: decide upon 
a new location for your plant,” said 
Commissioner Bates to President Hoe. 

“We know that St. Louis can show 
you greater advantages than any other 
city We can prove to you that you 
can manufacture and distribute your 
goods from St. Louis —— than el ex. 
where.’”’ : 

Have Decided to Move. 

“In the first place,” said President 
Hoe, in response to Bates’ invitation, 
“We have definitely decided to remove 
our plant from the metropolitan district’ 
of New York, The cost of manufactur- 
ing here is very great. I am going to 
take up all of the different propositions 


take the matter up with the _repre- 
sentatives of the cities which seem to 
be most deserving. 

“In the end we will accept the best 
proposition that is made to us.”’ 

“That is just what St. Louis would 
like to have you do,”*said Commissioner 
Bates. “If we can’t show you that you 
can manufacture and distribute your 
4 gocds cheaper from St. Louis thar from 
any. other city in the United States, we 
don’t want you to come. But we know 
when. you visit St. Louis, and see what

Points Out Advantages. 

Commissioner Bates then emphasized 
the different points set out in the Post- 
Dispatch’s letter of invitation, calling 
special attention to the fine factory sites 
on the railroad lines, and to the further 
fact, that St. Louis was the breaking 
point for all freight rates. 

President Hoe gave Commissioner 
Betes and the Post-Dispatch representa- 
tive a most cordial reception, and ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the interest 
that St. Louis was taking in its efforts 
to get the*~Hoe plant, which employs 
in wages 
from $35,000 to $40,000 a week. 

The Hoé plant is the bic -est manu- 
facturing establishment of .Manhat- 
tan Island. All other ‘factories have 
being driven out by the enormous price 
of real estate. President Hoe said it 
would take some time to dispose of. the 
property in. New. York City without 
sacrificing it. 

He estimates the value of the land on 
which the plants are erected at $2,- 
600,000 and intimated that he expected 
to sell the land at a price that would 
enable him to buy a site in. another 
city and erect his foundries and fae<1;

“] do not favor the repeal of the 
criminal clause of the anti-trust law, 
tut I do favor its vigorous enforcement. 
A corporation is merely an association 
of individuals, exercising a charter pow- 
er conferred by some state. A corpora- 
tior can no more violate law by itseif 
than a chair or any other inanimate ob- 
ject can violate a law. Some men might 
tnke a chair and through its instrumen- 
tslity, by striking another man with it, 
cemmit a crime. 

“It would be just as logical in that 
case to punish the chair and allow the 
man to go free as it is when a number 
of individuals, through the instrumental- 
ity of a corporation, violate the law, to 
fine the corporation and permit the in- 
dividuals who caused it to violate the 
law to go unwhipped of justice. Con- 
gress should define restraint of trade

Adoption of Measure. Offered by 
Kern. Follows Defeat of That 
Sent From House, 


ONLY SLIGHT. .CHANGE 


Fresh Meats Stricken From 
Schedule Except When Im- 
ported Under Reciprocal 
Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Combined 
in the same alliance that resulted iu 
the passage of qa compromise woolen 
tariff revision bill in the Senate last 
week, the Democrats and. Republican 
insurgents of that body today passed a 
compromise farmers’ free.list bill. Tho 
original House bill first was defeated 
and then re-offered in modified form by 
Senator Kern of Indiana. 

As amended and. finally adopted, the 
bisji differed but little from the original. 

The Kern amendment, liké the Bailey 
amendment that had been previously 
defeated, “took meat products out of 
the free list bill; but it granted the 
rrivileges of free entry of meats to 
countries that in turn admit free of 
duty American cotton, corn, wheat, 
cats, horses, cattle and hogs. 

The Senate earlier had defeated Sen- 
ator Bailey’s amendment taking al! 
meats out of the free list bill. The 
Kern amendment represented the at- 


tempt to reconcile the Demoeratic in-' 


terests with the insurgent Repu Dlicans, 
vho believed some further concessions 
should be obtained for agricultural prod. 
ucts. 

Vote a Tie. 

The adoption of the compromise 
measure came after a narrow failure 
of Democratic efforts to pass the bill 
in its original form. But for the fact 
that Senator Bailey of Texas refused 
to support the bill tn the shape it had 
passed the House, the measure would 
have been passed unchanged by the 
Senate.. As it was, it was beaten by 
a tie vote, 39 to 39, Senator Bailey 
being the only Democrat to vote 
against it. 

The Democrats and insurgents were 
ready for the defeat of the measure. 
While several of them had voted for it, 
it was apparently understood that if it 
was cefeated it would be resurrected 
and amended by a compromise agree- 
ment and again brought to a vote. 

Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, Re- 
rublican insurgent, who had voted 
against the passage of the bill, made 
the inotion. to reconsider the vote. It 
carried without a rollcall. With the: 
bili restored to life, Senator Kern of 
Indiana came forward with the compro- 
mise agreement: The vote on the Kern 
compromise amendment was as follows:

In one of the letters written just be- 
fore the Legislature met, Browne told 
White where he could get railroad and 
Pullman passes. White said that upon 
his arrival at Springfield to attend the 
Legislative session he signed an agree- 
ment to support Browne for minori.y 
leader; he refused to vote for Shurv- 
leff, the Republican candidate for 
Speaker, although his Democratic col- 
leagues switched from Browne to Shurt- 
leff. : 

Ig Labor Advocate. 

“Shurtleff had been unfriendly to 
labor and I told them I would not vote 
for him under any consideration,” said 
White. ; 

While committeemen listened with sur- 
prise, White rattled off the Mst of rail- 
road, Pullman and telegraph passes he 
held as a member of the Legislature.

Chairman Stanley asked Perrin his 
opinion of the value of the ore in the 
Birmingham district as compared with 
ctner’ cre deposits anywhere in the 
world.

One of its chief advan- 
tages is proximity of the ore to the 
coal,”’ replied Perrin. 

Perrin also declared that cost of pro- 
ducing pig jron in the Birmingham field 
was at least $3 a ton less than in any 
other district in the world.

HAVANA, Aug. 1—An _— uprising 
against the Government, apparently of 
@ serious character, occurred last night 


at Regia, a suburb of Havana, across 
the harbor, when Gen. Guillermo Ace- 
veteran with 
eight or ten companions, armed and 
mounted, took the field. It is reported 
that the party was reinforced later by 
200. men. 

Before leaving Regla, bands issued 
@ manifesto denouncing the administra- 
tion of President Gomez as scandalous 
and corrupt and adjuring all patriotic 
Cubans to rise and overthrow it. He 
declared that he would give. Gomez 
fifteen days in which to resign, after 
which, if the warning was not @beyed, 
he. intended. to apply the torch and de- 
stroy property indiscriminately until the 
whole island was reduced to ashes.

Building on a Mountain De- 
stroyed’ While Help Struggles 
Up Steep Mountain. 





Special te the Post-Dispatch. 
HAMILTON, -Ontario, Aug. 1.—Eight 


lives were lost and 800 patients were 
saved when the buildings of the insane 
asylum burned on the mountain side 
southwest of here early today. Only 
the splendid coolness and bravery of 
the attendants and nurses under Dr. 
English averted a more frightful loss 
of life. 

while -re fig! 
tolling up the almost precipitous road 
from Hamilton, the asylum guards 
fought in the blazing corridors with 
the desperate insane, felling them with 


clubs to carry them out. Some of the 
patients broke away from their pro- 
tectors ‘when taken outside, and ran 
back to their cells, where they burned 
to death. 

There are four buildings in the 
group within the asylum grounds. 
The main building where the fire oc- 
curred is a four-story brick struc- 
ture with basement, 200 feet in 
length.and about 70 feet wide, with 
wings at either end. 

The women patients, mnumberi-g 
about 350, occupied quarters in the 
west wing. The remainder of the 
building was taken up with men's 
wards and contained some of _ the 
most desperate cases in the asylum. 

Ruan Back Into Fire. 

The women were removed without 
serious difficulty to the adjoining 
buildings. The situation among tne 
men was more serious. The fire 
broke out on the fourth floor in what 
is known as Section D, wherg the 
violent insane are kept. 

The most of the men, guarded by 
attendants, moved down three flights 
of stairs out. of the fire zone in or- 
derly procession, but “about a score, 
driven into,a frenzy by the stifling 
smoke and the excitement of a mid- 
night fire, fought off their rescuers 
with desperate fury. 

Three of them,-after being canvied 
-down to the second floor; broke away 
and fleqd back to the blazing corri- 
dors, 

The flames in the meantime had 
spread down the hallway and were 
eating their way through the floor 
to the third story. The asylum bDri- 
gade, although fighting  »bravely, 
were handicapped by the maniacs 
and were losing control. 

The city brigade which had been 
summoned, was then toiling up the 
almost precipitous roadway leading 
to the asylum grounds. It was nearly 
2 o'clock before the first of their ap- 
paratus was brought into play. 

Firemen Break Through Bars. 

The firemen ran scaling ladders up 
to the third and fourth floor windows, 
where it was believed some of the un- 
fortunates had fled. They found it 
dificult work to break down the iron 
gratings on the windows, and the fire 
in the meantime was growing flercer 
every minute. Crawling into the 
stifling smoke the firemen groped 
their way about until they found a 
maniac: He was still able to offer 
resistance, and ‘it was necessary to 
knock him senseless when he was 
thrown into the life nets below. 

The combined fire forces had the 
situation well in hand by 3:30 a. m. 
The two upper floors and the roof of

As the firemen worked their way into 
che burned section, bodies were found. 

Three were in the hallWay on the 
top floor, and one helpless paralytic 
was burned to death‘in his cell. Four 
more corpses were found huddled to- 
gether in a small room. 

At dawn a systematic checking up 
of the inmates was begun, and it was 
found that between 10 and 12 men 
mere missing. It was thought prob- 
ble that some of these had. escaped, 
and were still at large in the sur- 
rounding fields.

CONSUMING BEER 
FOR S000 YEARS 


Food Experts So Informed When 
They Resume Inquiry as to # 
“What Is Beer?” 


By Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Entering the 
illustrious names of Herodotus, Caesar, 
Plato and other ancients as earnest 
drinkers of beer, barley grow- 
ers and brewers from through- 
out the country began testimony before 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection 
to determine the long-disputed question, 
‘What is beer?’ 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief chemist, 
who heads the board, shared honors 
with the ancient convivialists by an- 
nouncing early that his chief complaint 
was that too little beer was found in 
the ordinary glass of commerce sold to 
the thirsty. 

Tired of the Foam, 

“I’m tired of buying foam,” said the 
pure food expert, indignantly. ‘‘There 
should be a line on glasses indicating 
where solid beer ends.” 

‘Chemist Wiley looked thirstily on the 
pitcher that adorned the Speaker’s table. 
It contained only water. 

John R. Mauff, representing the Na- 
tional Consumers’ League and the Wis- 
consin Board of the American Society 
of Equity, argued that most people were 
of the impression that beer was made 
of barley malt, hops and water, when 
in reality inferior grains or chemical 
preservatives were substituted. He as- 
serted that the brewers could lose noth- 
ing by labeling their product and that 
the consumer soon would indicate his 
preference for various kinds’ of beer 
manufactured. 

Egypt Holds the Record. 

Mauff told the board that Egypt holds 
the record for continuous beer drinking, 
having quaffed the liquor for 5000 years. 
He exploited tite methods of making 
beer, but. charged that the public did 
not get enough for its money. He re- 
ferred to the fact that the consunier 
when sold a “pint” or a “quart” in 
reality was given what is known on 
brewers’ invoices as a “small” or a 
“large” and-that since the Spanish- 
American war, the ‘‘five quarts to a gal- 
lon,’’ measure never had been changed.

TANOST HELD 
HOMICIDE VERDICT 
BY CORONER’ UR 


Struck With Fist, Fell Against 
Fire Plug and Died. 


A Coroner’s jury Tuesday returned a 
verdict of homicide, following an inquiry 
into the death of John J. Gorman, 7224 
North Broadway, who died at the city 
hospita! Saturday night from ¢@ fracture 
of the skull and hemorrhage of the 
brain, after he fell against a fire plug at 
Broadway and Chestnut street as a re- 
ftult of a blow delivered by Fred Knost, 
219 West Nagel avenue.

Knost, Miss May McGuire, over whom 
the trouble occured, and John J. Boltas, 
a motorman of 415 Pennsylvania ave- 
mue, and Harry Rathmann, 44438 Minne- 
sota avenue, were the. principal wit- 
nesse’ at the Coroner’s investigation. 

Tells of the Meeting. 

Knosty said that he was standing at 
Broadway and Chestnut street Saturday 
night, talking to Miss McGuire, with 
whom he had an engagement, and Bolt- 
as and Rathmann, when Gorman ap- 
proached. He testified that none of the 
party knew Gorman and that:.he was. 
staggering a little. Gorman put his 
left hand on Boltas’ shoulder, Knost 
said, and his right hand on Miss Mc- 
Guire’s shoulder, and said ‘Hello, kid,’’ 
or “Hello, doll.” 

Knost testified he said “Here, here, 
that- will never do,” and gave Gorman 
a push backward with his hand. Gor 
man came back, he said, and it was 
then that he struck him with his partly 
c.enched left hand on the jaw. He 
said that he could not double up the 
little finger of his left hand. Gorman 
reeled backward and his skull was 
crushed. 

Boltas testified that he did not see 
Knost strike Gorman but looked around 
in time to see Gorman fall against the 
fire plug. I 

Fathmana's testimony was sirnilar. to 
that of Boltas. He also turned to look 
at an automobile, and did not 
Knost: strike Gorman. 

Miss McGuire said that a fishing trip 
was beink planned when Gorman, 
whom she never, had seen before, 
walked up to the party. She said that 
Gorman put his hand on her shoulder, 
and that Knost struck him on the jaw.

WILMINGTON, Dela., Aug. 1—George 


Brown, the philosophic anarchist, who 
served five days in jail last week for 
breaking up a meeting at the single tax 
rcolony in Arden, Dela., swore out war- 
rants for the arrest of 11 of his prose- 
cutore, chief among them being Upton 


Sinclair, author of “The Jungle,’’ and a 
prominent resident at the colony of Hen- 
ry. George followers. All are charged 
with violating the Sunday blue laws. 

Sinclair is accused of playing lawn 
tennis with .several girls. The giris 
'were not arrested. Prof. J. H. Garrod 
of the Northeast Manual Training 
School, Philadelphia; Fred Windle, a 
well-known Philadelphia lawyer; Harold 
Ware, Hamilton Ware, Don Stephens, 
KRerkley Toby, Frank Leach, Chester 
Lightdown and Alexander Dubin are 
accused of playing baseball, having de- 
featec the Carrcroft team by a score of 
19 to 2, Sunday. 

_ Fee Cream Stand Open, - 

The Carrcrofters are not single taxers, 
so no Warrant for them was asked. The 
threat of the anarchist had the effect 
of closing the colony store Sunday, but 
the foe cream stand remained open 
bail game, and so Brown 
charges Fred Steinle of Wilmington with 
selling ice cream to the colonists on a 
hot Sunday. Steinle was the Democratic 
candidate for City Treasurer at the wi 
mrington election last month. 

The Economic Club, whose meeting 
Brown broke up, will air the troubles 
at a public meeting Thursday night. 
ihe anarchist’s wife said today she 
did not favor the arrest of the col- 
onists. Her theory is that “victory ‘s 
best achieved if personal feelings are 
ieft out of the combat.” 


Goldman Praises Him. 

Brown today received a letter from 
Emma Goldman, in which she praised 
him for his attitude, and said, ‘‘I could 
just hug you for not paying the fine.’ 
She also said she is glad she can be 
instrumental in showing up ‘“‘these fake 
reformers.” 

The genesis of the mix-up dates back 
to an open-air performance of ‘Merrie 
Ergland”’ last September. Brown ther 
appeared clad as a mendicant, although 
not. on the program, and solicited alms 
from passers-by. This was resented. 
Ho says he will be évén bolder at the 
repetition of thé performance in Sep- 
tember. 

Lively Time Is Expected. 

‘I will represent the Sheriff of Not- 
tingham then,” said he, ‘“‘and will have 
a posse. We will march on the field and 
arrest Robin Hood, who will most likely 
be William Price, a noted Philadelphia 
architect.” 

As Price is a large man, this part 
of the show will he looked forward to 
with interest. . 

Some of the colonists are disgruntled 
over ir land holdings and an alle- 
gation ‘that a clique runs the place. 
The Brown episode has brought this to 
the surface and further discord is ex- 
pected. Fred Steinle says Brown will be 
denied the use of the floor at the 
meeting Thursday night, as was done on 
the occasion of his arrest.
